highly respected and prominent farmers 
of Washington county, died at his home 
at Willisburg Sunday morning at 6 
o’clock of stomach trouble, after 
a lingering illness of several weeks.

All that loving 
hands and medical skill could do was 
done for him, but of no avail. 

His life was an ideal life, having no 1 
aspirations beyond his fireside and his 
church.

An Interesting Groupe of the McElroy Family 


T iHIS groupe represents the late Anthony 
McElroy and children. Mr. McElroy was 
bom near Springfield. Ky., on the 17th 
day of March, 1797. and died in Springfield 
^ on the 25th of September, 1836. aged 89 
! L i years, six months and 8 days. His wife, 
Ann Garland Rica McElroy. the mother of these 
children, was bom in Virginia on the 17th day of 
February, 1807, and was left an orphan at two 
years of age. She was adopted by her uncle, Thos. 
W. Claybrooke and came with him to Kentucky in 
1814. She was married on the 25th of November, 
1824, and died at her home in Springfield on the 25th 
of October, 1864. 

The children were all bom in Springfield, five of 
whom have been citizens of the town all of their 
lives. Their names and ages are as follows: Mrs. 
Mary R. Hughes, widow of Dr. James R. Hughes, 
age 79; Mrs. Sarah F. Grundy* wife of Palmer 
Grundy, age 77; Charles R. McElroy, age 75; Hugh 
L. McElroy, of Kansas City, age 72; Anthony C. 


McElroy, age 69; Mrs. Martha McDowell, widow 
of Samuel McDowell, of DanviUe, age 66; Mm. 
Elizabeth McDowell, wife of Col. Nicholas McDow¬ 
ell, of Danville, age f>4: William I. McElroy-, age 
62; Mrs. Susan Field, wife of Judge Emmett Field, 
of Louisville, age 69; and Colonel John Irvin McEl¬ 
roy, age 56. Their aggregate ages are 680 years, 
an average of 68. 

The family are of Scotch-Irish decent, and 
among them were soldiers who fought with their 
kinsman, Robert Bruce. James McElroy, who mar¬ 
ried Susan McCune in Ireland, came with hia fam¬ 
ily and the McDowells, McKees, McCampbells and 
Irvines to America in 1729 and settled near Phila¬ 
delphia, and later moved to Virginia. He and his 
five sons fought in the French- Indian and Revolu¬ 
tionary wars. One of his sons was killed in the 
battle of Kings Mountain and one was present at 
the surrender of Cornwallis. Several years after 
the Revolutionary war three of the sons having 
married daughters of Rev. John .rvine, came with 


their familes to Kentucky. One of them. Hugh 
McElroy, the great grandfather, of thia family, lo¬ 
cated near Springfield, and he and Gen. Matthew 
Walton, a Revolutionary soldier, surveyed, located 
and named the town. Anfhony McElroy and his 
1 rother Hugh were among the pioneer merchants 
of the town. They commenced business on the 1st 
day of January, 1804. Hugh as clerk "tor Elias Da¬ 
vison and Anthony as clerk for James Hughes. In 
1819 they commenced business on their own account 
with a capital of $1,000, under the firm name of 
H. and A. McElroy, which continuedin existence 
until the death of Hugh McElroy in 1877. Among 
the early associates of this family wqre the Book¬ 
ers. Browns, Cosbys. Cunninghams, Caseys, Davi¬ 
sons, Grundys, Greens. Gaithers, Hughes. Hardins, 
Knotts. Lewises, McChords, Moffetts, Montgom¬ 
eries, Nantzs, Platts, Polins, Palmers, Rays. Rob¬ 
ertsons, Smiths, Spears. Simms. Saunders, Thur¬ 
mans, Thomas. Thompsons and Whartons but few of 
whom are now living.

speech referred to the fact that the last i 
three Democratic platforms made de- 
mads for railroad Legislation, while the 
Republican platforms were silent on !

“Is President Roosevelt leading the!

Day Law Which Calls For Separ¬ 
ation of Whites and Blacks In 
School.

Richmond. Ky.. February 8. Judge 
Benton this morning overruled the de¬ 
murrer filed by the friends of Berea 
College and sustained the constitution¬ 
ality of the Day bill which prohibits the 
mingling of white .and colored students 
at Berea College. 

The college was indicted in October. 
A demurrer was filed by the Berea peo¬ 
ple, attacking the constitutionality of 
the Day law, which was argued in De¬ 
cember at Nicholasville. On that oc¬ 
casion the college authorities were rep¬ 
resented by John G. Carlisle, of New 
York; Mr. Guy Mallon, of Cincinnati, 
and Senator C. F. Bumam. of thus 
place. The State was represented by 
B.*A. Crutcher, commonwealth’s at¬ 
torney. 

Judge Benton upholds the Day bill 
and sustains the constitutionality both 
in regard to the separation of the races 
and as to the provisions of the bill re¬ 
quiring schools for whites and negroes 
maintained by the same board to be 
25 miles apart. There is much local 
satisfaction over the decision. 

Berea College was incorporated in 
1859, and when it was learned that it 
was proposed to cdhduct a mixed school 
at Berea strong feeling was aroused 
against the school in Madison county, 
and in its early days efforts were made

Wlille ojwmting at a fishery lu Ad¬ 
miralty island. Alaska, one summer my 
atteutiou and tbe attention of the fish¬ 
ing crew were almost dally attracted to 
a large marine creature that would ap¬ 
pear in the main channel of Seymour 
canal aud our Immediate vicinity. 
There are large numlier* of whales of 
the species rorqual there, and the mon¬ 
ster seemed to be their natural enemy. 
Tiie whales generally. travel in schools, 
and while at the surface to blow one 
would be singled out and attacked Ujr^ 
the fish, aud u battle was soon in order.’ 

It is the nature of the rorqual to 
make three blows at intervals of from 
two tu three minutes each, and then 
sound deep and stay beneath the sur¬ 
face for thirty or forty uiiuutes. As a 
whale would come to the surfai-e there 
would appear always at tiie whale's 
right side and Just alsmt where his 
head would connect with the body a 
great long tail or fin. "Judged by five 
fishermen and a number of Indians, 
after seeing It aliout fifteen tllues at 
various distances.’’ to be about twenty- 
four feet long, two and one half feet 
wide at the end and ta|ier1ug down to 
the water, where it seemed to t*e about 
eighteen inches in diameter, looking 
very much like the blade of the fan of 
an old fashioned Dutch windmill. 

The great club was used on tbe back 
of the unfortunate whale la such a 
manner that It was a wonder to me 
that every whale attacked was not in¬ 
stantly killed. Its operator seemed to 
have perfect control of its movements 
and would tieud it back until the end 
would touch tbe water, forming a 
horseshoe loop; then with a sweep It 
would be straightened and brought 
over and down on tbe back of the 
whale with a wback that could be 
heard for several miles. If tbe whale 
was fortunate enough to submerge It¬ 
self before tbe blows came, the spray 
would fly for a distance of ■ hundred 
feet from the effect of the stroke, mak¬ 
ing a report as loud as a yacht’s signal 

What seemed most remarkable to me 
was that, no matter which way tbe 
attacked whale went or how fast ftbe 
usual speed is about fourteen knots), 
that great dub would follow right 
along by its side and deliver tboee tre¬ 
mendous blows at Intervals of abont 
four or five seconds It would always 
get in from three to five blows at each 
of tbe three times the whale would 
come to tbe surface to blow. Tbe 
whale woyld generally rid Itself of tbe 
enemy when it took its deep sound, 
especially if the water was forty 
fathoms or more deep. During the day 
tbe 8ttack was always offshore, but 
at night the whales would be attacked 
in tbe bay and within 400 yards of tbe 
fishery. 

I do not know of any whales being 
killed, but there were several that bad 
great boles and sores on their backs. 
Questioning tbe Indians about it, I was 
told that there was only one. that it 
bad been there for many years and that 
it once attacked an Indian canoe and 
with one stroke of the great club 
■mashed tbe canoe Into splinters, kill¬ 
ing and drowning several of it* occu¬ 
pants.—Forest and Stream.
